One of the most erroneoilMdeas riejd by many young men 


is that what is commonly known .as'1 "pull" is necessary to 
success. They feel (tint in orcjer 'to succeed they must have 
the aid of some person of influence-to help them into positions 
or business, and that to merely take their place in the ranks of 
.the workers and depend upon their own intelligence and 
'exertions menns failure. 


But (he fad is that young men who hold this belief are in 


most cases foredoomed to failure, because it is not "pull" or 
the influence of others that leads to success in life, but confi- 
dence in one's self and a willingness to work out what 'one 
believes he has in him. 


John D. Ryan, one of the country's most successful meii, 


and who is now n't the head of the airplane, business for the 
government, was recently questioned on 'this subject and said 
that "influence" behind him was one of the greatest handicaps 
a young man can have. II is apt to lead him to fall short of 
doing his best, and anything which does that is a serious handi- 
cap 
He does not stand as well as he otherwise would with his 


fellow workers when they realize that lie has a "pull," and if 
promotion comes to'him they do not give him the credit of 
having earned it. And in nine cases out of leu he never gets 
as far toward the top as he would if he depended solely on his 
own efforts and asked no odds of anybody. 


That is Mr. Ryan's idea on the subject of "pull" in business, 


and it is correct. The young man who stands the best chance 
for success in business and who is most apt to achieve il is the 
one that depends on himself and who is willing to work for 
what he gets. 
11 is young men" of tha'l stamp who-.usually 


forge to the front, and the country is full of examples .'of that 
kind of success, Mr. Ryan being one of them. There are rail- 
road presidents who began at the very foot of the ladder and 
there are many heads of manufacturing and mercantile_ estab- 
lishments'who began as ofiice or errand boys, kept their eyes 
and ears open -and were willing to work and wait. They rose 
to their present positions through sheer merit, and thousands 
of others are traveling the same road while those who think 
••null"-the prime, requisite are shuffling along and waiting for 
success |p be dumped into their laps, something which in the 
Front"majority "of! cases will never be done. 


'•in politics "pull" often counts for far more than it should, 


buL iu business it is different-. • There the average man must 
stand for what he is and what Ilie'rc is in him, and no amoun 
of boosting will make him successful .if he has not the element 
of success in his makeup and a willingness to work out his 


OV>lt would' be well if more young men understood this sim- 
ple but important truth and were ready to be guided by it.
